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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 8-10, and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-2, 8- 
10, and 14 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit 
as shown in Figure 2 wherein an ASIC (200) comprises a first phase-locked loop circuit 
(100) and a buffer (see Figure 1C) electrically connected to the off-chip reference clock 
input and the buffered reference clock output; and a second phase-locked loop circuit 
(110), wherein the second phase-locked loop circuit (110) is defined in one or more 
predefined libraries of circuits and is specified to be connected to an output of a receiver 
(100) on the ASIC (200); wherein the buffered reference clock output of the first phase- 
locked loop circuit (100) is electrically coupled to the on-chip reference clock input of the 
second phase-locked loop circuit (110) in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claims and any inten/ening claims.
